COUNCIL TAKES 
NO ACTION ON 
SIGNAL LIGHTS 


Failing to adopt a recommenda­ 
tion of Chairman Clyde D. Berger 
of the safety committee 
for the 
erection of traffic lights at three 
town intersections, the Gettysburg 
borough council at its May meeting 
Monday evening ordered a further 
study of the traffic problem; heard 
a revised proposal for the installa­ 
tion of parking meters in Gettysburg 
and purchased about 500 tons of 
stones from Gingell quarries for 
use in the town’s street building and 
repair program this summer. 
The question of traffic lights for 
intersections of York and Stratton, 
Chambersburg and Washington and 
Baltimore 
and 
High streets was 
brought 
before council 
in 
April 
through a letter from the Gettys­ 
burg Soroptimist club, new women’s 
service club here. 
On Monday evening Safety Chair­ 
man Berger told of a session he and 
Councilman J. P. Oyler, safety com­ 
mittee member, held recently with 
borough police and representatives 
of the Soroptimist club. 
He said 
the borough officers believe the re­ 
quested lights are 
necessary and 
Chairman Berger added that busi­ 
ness women were emphatic in their 
demands for the placing of the sig­ 
nals. 
No Vote on Signal Motion 
As chairman of the safety com­ 
mittee, Mr. Berger made a motion 
for the placing of the three lights 
involving 
an 
equipment cost of 
about $750, expanding an earlier 
recommendation he had made for 
the placing only of the two lights 
on York and Chambersburg streets. 
Tile motion was seconded by Coun­ 
cilman Prank B. Sloriaker who said 
he believed the $750 “would be 
money well spent.” The motion was 
never put to vote in the discussion 
that followed. 
_______ 
Councilman J, P. Oyler, who had 
been listed by the safety chairman 
as the only person at the conference 
who was opposed to the lights, said 
his chief objection had been to the 
way in which the conference was 
conducted 
He added that he be­ 
lieves traffic lights are confusing for 
school children and do not afford 
them any added safety. He suggest­ 
ed the problem be shifted to the 
borough's 
light 
committee, 
but 
President Ray M. Hoffman held the 
question to be one for solution by 
the safety committee. 
Mr 
Hoff­ 
man added Councilman H M Oyler 
to the committee to continue studies, 
secure other cost figures and make 
a study of the regulation of present 
lights at Stelnwehr and Buford ave­ 
nues 
William F. Weaver, the third 
member of the safety committee, is 
ill and cannot serve. 
Suggests Center Square Plan 
Councilman 
William 
H 
Scott 
suggested floodlighting of the center 
square intersections for the protec­ 
tion of pedestrians instead of plac­ 
ing traffic lights there. He said the 
placing of lights at those crossings 
will be the next 
step after the 
erection of the proposed signals at 
tile nearby street intersections 
Mr. Scott suggested that if the 
lights arc placed that it should be 
handled on the basis of a 60 or 
90-day free trial period and that 
proposal found favor with council. 
The safety committee was instructed 
to see what arrangements can be 
made for free trials. 
Mr Berger pointed out that a $75 
saving in the current bill for the 
lights now in use could be made by 
metering the lights. 
A new proposition for the in­ 
stallation of parking in Gettysburg 
was outlined briefly to council by H. 
L. Prince, of the Highway Safety- 
Signal company of Baltimore, after 
which council suggested he write a 
letter to the borough stating his 
proposition which will be placed on 
file until a time when council is 
ready to consider installation of 
meters here. 
Cites Opposition to Meters 
Prince suggested installing only 
one half the number of meters 
originally considered for Gettysburg 
by placing them at alternate stalls, 
leaving half the stalls unmetered. 
He displayed a new type of meter 
that is not yet in use. It combines 
two coins—the penny which allows 
12 minutes and the nickel giving 
one hour. 
Prince referred to a re­ 
cent survey of farmers in this sec­ 
tion. He said of IOO who were con­ 
sulted 86 favored meters and 14 
opposed them. 
President Hoffman stated he did 
not believe council was ready to 
install meters in Gettysburg and 
mentioned 
business 
people, 
the 
Chamber of Commerce and some of 
the service clubs who had opposed 
the meters previously. He asserted 
that he believes most members of 
council want the merchants to be 
“sold” on the idea of meters before 
they are installed in order to avoid 
councilmanic “headaches” after they 
are placed in opposition to tile 
wishes of many local residents. 
Council accepted the low bid of 
Gingell quarries and let the con­ 
tract for stone for the 1939 street

52,232 VERDICT 
FOR FIRE DAMAGE 


E. G. Whited, Straban township, 
won the decision of a jury in com­ 
mon pleas court hero Monday and 
was given a verdict for $2.232 41 
against the Frevstown Mutual Fire 
Insurance company of York county 
The case, which was tried for the 
second time in this county on Mon­ 
day, ended about 4 o'clock and less 
I than a half hour later the verdict, 
! signed by Roy Weaner, Gettysburg 
I R 4, the jury foreman, was read. 
Defense counsel immediately filed 
I an oral motion for permission to file 
reasons for a new trial. 
Tile verdict covered Whited’s $2,- 
000 interest in the eating place along 
the Lincoln highway which was de­ 
stroyed by fire early on the morn- 
j ing of March 23, 1937. The jury also 
allowed interest on the sum from 
May 23. 1937, to May I. 1939. 
Held Lien Against Property

Whited, who held a lien against 
the property for $2,000, S. P. Jacques, 
the owner, owed him, claimed he was

! tached to the fire insurance policy 
issued by the Freystown company on 
the Jacques establishment. 
The defense sought to prove that 
Theodore Warner.

' sold Jacques the policy, was not an 
agent of the company, and that both 
Whited and Jacques had been ad­ 
vised of an assessment made on the 
policy .several months before the fire

He went to Harrisburg as ji block­ 
man under the managership of G. 
M. Edwards and was appointed a 
“blockman,” head of four counties, 
in 1929 and had his headquarters in 
McConnellsburg. 
Later he was transferred to Get­ 
tysburg where he had charge of 
Adams and York counties and re­ 
tained that position until 1936 when 
he was named assistant manager to 
Joseph W. Cooper. 
He was a World war veteran and 
was gassed during the Battle of the 
Argonne. He was a member of the 
American Legion and the Forty and 
Eight, and was also a member of the 
Trinity Methodist Church and tile 
Harrisburg Tractor and Implement 
club. 
Surviving are his widow, Mrs. 
Betty Masteiier. and three children.

OF METHODISTS 


Kansas City, May 2 (AP) — Bis­ 
hop Frederick D. Leete, of Deland, 
Florida, said today ‘‘future world­ 
wide union is near” for Methodist 
churches. 
Addressing the conference uniting 
three branches of Methodism in the 
United States, Bishop Leete foresaw 
union of the two remaining great 
divisions — the western branch in 
America and the eastern, or Euro­ 
pean group. 
“For the last three-quarters of a 
century there have been meetings 
of these branches in the United 
States, England and Canada,” he 
said. 
"A deeper understanding is 
growing. World-wide union is near.” 
Dr. Gordon A. Sisco, secretary of 
tile united church of Canada and an 
ardent advocate of international uni­ 
fication, added: 
"When the time comes — and it 


will come — you in the United 
States and we in Canada will have 
much to offer out of our mutual ef­ 
forts and experiences on this con­ 
tinent.” 
Prof. E. E. Aubrey of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago prophesied: 
"A common love and a mutual de­ 
votion are moving the churches of 
today toward unity,”
